Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Thomas inquired as to whether positively claiming the cables in 
claim 30 would render the claim allowable. Mr. Gall indicated that it was not apparent to him as to how such would 
render the claim allowable, but noted that the lock of the invention having a housing free of sharp edges and a latch 
mounted within the housing to lock to the base, in combination with cables, is not taught by Voegeli. Mr. Thomas will 
consider more amendments to claim 30, and Mr. Gall indicated that all of the prior art would have to be reconsidered 
with any further amendments made to the claim.
